The suit was iiiouKlii ut 
prevent the lolleciion of taxes on il»e 
plaintiff's property for the year I'oi ' 
because of an alleged technicality, 
and the opinion of the eonrt dis- 
misses the petition. 

Attorney Worien alle«rd that the 
city under the charter lias no rinhi 
to assess property ofiener than every 
four years; that the city provided ao 
ordinaaoe for tke special purpoee of 
an annnal asseasmeat and moreover 
the board of supervisors sat for 43 
days diiiini; that year when by law 
the board can sii no loii;;i'i tli.ii four 
weeks once every year, and six days 
annaally tke next three yeara. 

Judge Reed In his opinion stated 
that the charter and constitution 
contlii lid in one wav and that as far 
as the legal part of the supervisors 
sitting more than six days three 
>-eara out of four, the petition was 
correct. The city had passed no or- 
dinance providing for the assessment 
this year even before or after an 
amendmeni w is passed by the legls-

Judge Reed citea several sectionii 
ot the constitution aad statates and 
In conclusion adjudgea that the petl-
